Applicants hereby elect Group III, claims 12 and 13, drawn to a compound or 
composition of the formula IV. Furthermore, Applicants hereby reserve the right of rejoinder with 
respect to Group II (claims 8, 9 and 11), should a compound/composition of Group III be found 
allowable and method claims of Groups II be limited in scope to the compounds/compositions 
deemed allowable. 

The above election has been made without prejudice to Applicants' right to prosecute 
any non-elected subject matter in a timely filed continuation or divisional application. Although
